Any 
Jack Tar can direct yoa to a tattoo art- 
ist in almost any daap sea port, althoggii 
a landsmao might ssaaob far a loDi 
time witbont rnnnioR aoMSS oati 

From tbe naval reserve mail tbafad 
■preod to the voluuteer soldlWtS. The 
rough riders were especially talieB with 
tbe idea, aod many a hero of San Joan 
Hill has g6ne back to tbe prairie or 
olnbcoom with qaaiot emblems pricked 
lodelibly on bis ami «* eliMt. 

With tbe soldiers a hHA of Liberty 
with shield, olivo wreath and stars 
^seems to be the favorite. Jack Tar has 
wide variety of designs. He given 
moh tboogbt to tbe seleetioa of- tbe 
artionlar picture which be ifl to wear 
tac life. He is fall of aentimetit too. 
^The design which seems to appeal to 
him most is the picture of "the man 
behind the gnu." This picture, worl{ed 
ont in red and blue inlis, pleases him 
greatly. He has it pricked on his fore* 
arm, osaally tbe right one, or on his 
ahest. 

Portraits of Dewey, Schley, Sampson 
and "Fighting Bob" Evana are also 
popular. Dewey, of conrse, leads tbe 
list, aod it would be difficult to gnesH 
just how many hundred times his pio- 
tnra lias been prickad ia tha akin of bis 
admirers. 

Tattooing is no longer the tedious and 
painful operation it used to be. A New 
York tattooBr named U'Reilly has iu- 
Tented a little electrical instrument 
Which does tha work quickly and al-

jaiolessly. Until half a deoade 
■go Mr. O'Rdlly atsd for tattooing the 

ordinary instrument which had been 
common property in Burma, Japan, 
the Sandwich iHlanda and Chinese Tur- 
ta>7 for a thoniand years; in fact, 
w k wavat tattooing has been practiced. 

This instmaent differed aomewbat 
io form io various lands, hot snbstan- 
tially it was of a single type, oonsist- 
ing of four very fine needles placed 
dose to one another iu a row and houud 
together very tightly. The blunt ends 
waia Innly flsad in a l^andle, leaving 
the poi^tad ends exposed for about one- 
quartet of an inch. Tbe operator wonld 
dip this set of needles in ink and then 
prick the akin of his customer, uud four 
little holes would result. Then ■^•^ would 
be dipped in ink again andfiATr more 
holes woDld be /pricked. This process 
was repeated over and over until tbe 
design was flnished, and a slow, tedi- 
ous, irritating process it was. 

When the convenient little electric 
motors oaina into general use, Mr. 
O'BaiUy began to think of some way 
whavabjr tba alow hand needle might be 
improved npco, and finally be invented 
and patentU bis tattoosr, which per- 
forms work with a rapidity almost in- 
credible. Tba operating end of this ma- 
chine oonsiats of a fine needle which is 
mada to dart in and ont of its case at a 
rata of ipeei approaofaing a thonsand 
strokes a minute. After tbe work ia fln- 
isbed it is bathed with witch huwl to 



prevent soreness, and in soma oases a 
little sweet oil is nsed. 

With an eleotrio tattooer it would be 
possible to turn Out a "tattooed man" 

aooh as are exhibited in Hide h!i> wh in 
two or three weeks. Formerly ttje work 
occupied several yearaand was a matter 
of physical endurance. ^An ordinary de- 
sign can be eseonted in half an bonr 
and a very intricate ona In tha course 
of an afternoon. 

TlifTe if one sailor in the United 
ytattH navy who bears on his broad 
chestacompleto and accurate picture of 
tbe battle of Santiago, in which he 
fought as ona of the man behind the 
guns. It was made from photographs of 
tbe fight and shows Oenrera'a fleet 
strung ont along th» coast. 

To Aid Stiirvlnft Cubans. 

A movement for tbe relief of tbe 
starving Onbans by means of carefully 
administered industrial enterprise has 
just been started iu New York on a 
plan suggested by Mr. William Willard 
Howard, which, it is said, has tbe cordial 
indorsement of clergymen of all denom- 
iuatious and of philanthropists. It is in- 
tended to snbstitnte opportunities for 
honest work, to be paid for at the mar- 
ket rates for Inlior, in place of indis- 
criminate and barmiol gifts of "free 
Houp and old clothes," and to avoid 
pauperizing the beneficiaries and mak- 
ing tbe Unbans a nation of beggars. 

Mr. Howard's plan, which htm, been 
taken up by an association formed for the 
purpose — tbe Onban Industrial Belief 
fnnd, Tribnne building. New 7ork— is 
based on his two years' ezperieoce io 
relief work for th^ Armenians of east- 
ern Turkey. In tbe carrying out of the 
plan Mr.. Howard will have tbe 'assist- 
ance ofthe Rev. Herbert M. Allen, who 
wafl his chief associate in Armenian re- 
lief work. Tbeplan'aofQcial prospectus 
iu outline is as follows: 

First. — To aeonre good farming land 
where tbe need of the poor is. 

Seoond.—To station there a capable 
American superintendent, with imple- 
ments, seeds and funds sufficient to em- 
ploy a considerable nomber of men. 

Third.— To set at work all tbe able- 
bodied poor and pay them full market 
rates for their labor. 

Fonrtb. — To raise common food crops, 
sell tliem in the best available market 
and with th« proceeds continue tbe em- 
ployment as long only as tbe need ex- 
ists, using tha Mina moAey ivfar and 
over again. 

Fifth.—To return the farmers to their 
own former homes as soon as they are 
physically, mentally and financially 
able to re-establish their plantations.' 

While iuHj)ire(l iiy charitable motives, 
tlie whole plan is to be operated purely 
r.» a bnaineaa toansaetlcB, in whleh the 
laborer will feel that ho has rendered 
service for nil ho has received aud that 
he bos not been robbed of his manhood 
by being treated like a beggar. Tbe 
money thus invested (and it will be in- 
vested, not spent) will save tbe Qnited 
States millions that wonld otherwise be 
used to clothe and feed an idle, though 
huiVriiiifj, jiopulatiou. 

The success of tbe plan is assured by 
tbe success of the .industrial relief work 
done for the ArmeniuDH under the Fame 
auspices, aud the practical wisdom and 
essential benevolence of this kind of re- 
lief explain Pl*o has received 
tbe cordial f^mPMntof clergymen of 
all denominatioMandof ybllaiitbiopilrti 
generally. 

The responsibility of Americans for 
thoHo Eufferiug Cubans is a direct result 
of tbe ISpaniab war. We have saved 
them fMun tbeir former op p resso r s, and 
we are now bound to save tbeir bodies 
from starvation and their manhood 
from tbe degrading effeotsof panperism 
through unwise charity. AsaObristian 
duty to those for whose deliverance we 
went to war aud as a patriotic duty to 
oor own country, which a depopulated 
Cuba would disgrace before tbe nations, 
it would seem that we should furninh 
the Onban Industrial Relief fund with 
the money for ito work — doing it 
promptly in order that the initial pur- 
chases (rf implements and seed may be 
mada al oimI,

Dr. John Henry Barrows, who has 
been chosen president of Oberlin, tbe 
famous Ohio oollege^ is a well known 
minister and leotnrar. For more than 14 
years be was pastor of the First Presby- 
terian church of CliicaRo and was also 
connected with the Cbicago university 
as lecturer in tha department of oom- 
parative religion. 

Dr. Barrows is best known as tbe 
chief promoter of the parliament of re- 
ligions held at tbe World's fair. Re is 
a noted student and somewhat of a trav- 
eler, having made an extended tour of 
Asia, from which he returned about a 
year aga He has written several books 
and baa leotttred in many large cities.

where be was bora. He was gndnated 

from Olivet college in Michigan in 
18()7. During his college ooursu his at- 
tention was directed to modern aud an- 
cient history and literature. His theo- 
logical edncatiou was received at tbe 
YalCb Union and Andover seminaries. 

The two yean sooeeeding his gradua- 
tion from the schools of divinity he 
spent in active religious and educa- 
ticual work iu KauRas. His first charge 
was the Congregational chnrch of North 
Topeka, and be afterward preached at 
tbe First Congregational choroh at 
Springfiel d, Ma 

Tka Kealy l eorat. 

The recent death of Mt. Kealy, tha 
unduly celebrated depositary of tba 
Keely motor aervloeb does not at all die- 
pose of the mystery which for so many 
years has interested and aggravated the 
world. It now appears thai he has left 
behind him important papera which 
clearly set forth the whole secret, and 
tl)£Ke papers are to be placed in the 
hands of the principal stookholders of 
tbe Keely scheme by the executors. 
That some of the most intelligent and 
influential of these stockholders have 
wmtinued to believe in Mr. Keely's dis- 
covery in spite of the misfortunes and 
delays that attended it is not the least 
wonderful part of tbo whole business. 
Several of these men are practical scien- 
tists and mechanicians and have bad 
oiiiiurtuuitioH of learning a great deal of 
Mr. Keely's invention. They have 
placed before tha pnblio their imdimin- 
ished confldenoe ia the nltimata raocess 
of the motor. 

It la thio oonfidenoe or credulity, or 
call it what you will, that, surviving 
all opposition, serves to keep alive tbe 
Htrange interest in the Keely project. 
To tbe general pnblio there is some- 
thing specially fascinating in a scien- 
tific mystery. For years the imaginative 
writers have been educating tbe popular 
mind np to tha belief that modara sci- 
ence was on the poiut of making some 
kind of discovery that would revolu- 
tiooiaeman'a powwe oifev tha loraes of 
nature. Not alone has Jules Verne and 
Louis Figuer flooded the world with the 
dreams of physical aciencCb bat PMteur 
uud Roentgen and others have partly 
realized these dreams, and Edison has 
not been far behind them. When. therC' 
fore^ a mystarioofl mm claimed to have 
got hold of an unknown force and 
found practical men ready not only to 
believe in him, but to invest thousands 
of dollars in his sohameb tha public 
may well be forgiven for looking on 
with an eager expectation. It is very 
much to be hoped that sow the mystery 
will be all cleared up by giving tbe 
whole of the Keely speculation to tbe

The Kalsor'H ProblpmH. 
Kaiser Wilhelm on hia return from 
Paleetina ffeeenily mml ha«a been 

amazed at the coutraFt wliirh the social 
and political conditions of his seething 
country presented to those of tbe orient 
He came ont of a land where it is al- 
ways afternoon, where the people still 
wear tbe costumes of Abraham and 
drink of the oistems which their fathers 
built and bathed in — a people crnshod, 
patient, uncomplaining and fatalistic, 
with fkw amUtiona and a few simple 

wants, governed by an anrient despnt- 
iKm whicii suppresses all individualimn 
and punishes all independence. From 
this memorial land, with its Dead sea 
and dying Osesar, be came face to face 
with the portentous unrest of Ger- 
many, with anti-Semites clamoring and 
sobeming, Dltremontanes growling at 
his Lutheran prnpaRnnda, Junkers com- 
plaining of tbo li'oles, tbe Danes in 
North Bleawick demanding the expul- 
sion of other Danes, the AlFntians pro- 
testing agaiUKt a dictatorship iu Alsace- 
Lorraine, tbe radicals insisting on re- 
forms and the agrarians demanding a 
reactionary tariff. 

Tbe coming session of the imperial 
diet is already big with storms, and 
Russia does not look with amiable eye 
upim the lijiisir'K orirntnl flirtation. 
One thing is certain, the Uerman em- 
peror is the Bnropean center of the most 
profound interests, and he does not ap- 
pear to be a man upou whom the ener- 
vating examples of tbe orient can have 
much effect. He has a tremendons task 
before him in bis own internal problem, 
now that Germauy has adopted tbe pol- 
icy of colonial expansion, and these 
problems threaten to become of far more 
vital concern than his forei^i) rela- 
tions. Bnt onder it all we may be snre 
of a national patriotism and love of coun- 
try peculiarly Teutonic in its stanoh- 
nesa and which no passing antagonisms 
of party or policies will ever qnite ex- 
tingoisb. The whole of this hobnobbing 
visit to the sultan is regarded grimly 
by the landwehr as a piece of necessary 
oourt flummery that veils a serious Ger- 
man purpose, and, save here and there 
a few querulous but guarded protests 
from tha liberal press, tbe matter has 
bora treated as an allowable imperial 
dlTendoo. 

The End of Spanish Rule. 
In accepting the terme ottered by the 
United States Spain has bent herself 
with all of tbe ancient dignity that she 
could summon to the inevitable. There 
never was much donbt at Washington 
of the ultiniuto result, and our country 
has now to adjust itself to tbe sudden 
possession of vast eastern domains. 

There in no reacou to believe that, with 
the single exceptiou of Great Britain, 
and possibly Japan, tbe nations of Eo- 
rope and Alia look upon tbe entrance of 
the United States into tbe eastern ques- 
tion to stay with auythiug like miti.s- 
faction. Already there are semioiUcial 
predictions made abroad of new com- 
plicatious. Hut from her carlirst iiis- 
tory as a nation the United btutes has 
always had a surprise up her sleeve, 
and it is quite within her precedents 
that she will astonish Europe in the 
management of tbe Philippines. 

There are some indications, (» tbe 
other hand, that Spain is not to be al- 
together a loser by ber recent war. The 
industrial interests of the Spanish prov- 
inces are coming to the conclusion that 
the series of mistakes and mismanage- 
ments beginning io the Cuban rebellion 
and terminating in the war with the 
United States could only be the result 
of a governmental and social system 
wholly behind the age of the world, 
and that it is time for some kind of na- 
tional reform. There have been aeveral 
important meetings of capitalists^ man- 
ufacturers and others in variona parte 
of Spain who e xpresse d tbemeelv es free- 
ly and radically in view of the bank- 
rupt condition of the state, and now the 
news comes thet thla epirit la ■pNadiag 
and is being taken np by the people 
themselves. The Spaniards are not as 
melodramatic as tbe French, and they 
have a prodigious pride of oharaoter, so 
that even their late enemies can afford 
to hope that they will effect a peaceable 
revolution that will insure not only 
freedom and light, bnt honesty and 
economy. Iu that direction lies tbe re- 
habilitation of Spain, and whan it is 
affected it will adt do to say that ahe 
hae not yraflted by her misfortaM.

lie is still vigorous and fuidH it impossi- 
ble to roniuiu idle between ReHsiou.s. 

Chaplain Milburn is ia many ways 
a remarkable nan. Althoogh he loat hia

sight through an accident early in hia 

childhood, be studied for the ministry 
and fitted himself for tbe pulpit. He 
was chosen chaplain of tlie houHu of rep- 
resentatives io 1846 and continued to 
hold that position for ten years. Then 
for 80 years he traveled through this 
country and Great Britain, delivering 
sermons and lectures almost dally. In 
1885 he returned to Washington and re* 
Bumed bis chaplaincy. Later ha Waa 
made chaplain of the senate. 

His acquaintance with the pnblio men 
of this oonntry since the days of Daniel 
Webster and Henry Clay has been and 
is still, for that matter, probably mora 
extensive than that of any other man of 
affairs in WasiiiuRtun today, the ven- 
erablo ex-Secretary and Senator Sher- 
man not excepted. 

With the membera of congress Dr. 
Mil bun has alwaya been exceedingly 
popular. Republicans, Democrats and 
Populists alike all claiming his friend- 
ship and regard, while few indeed are 
the visitors to Washington during tbe 
sessions of cougresswho fail to bear the 
good chaplain offer hia morning prayer 
to Almighty God aa the opening exer- 
cise of oor national legislature. 



Ilubsun's Choice. 

Naval Oooetructor Hobson, who is 
already a military hero, has executed a 
fent which iiiiikcs bim suddenly a moral 
hero. lie ban refused |60,0U0 offered 
him by a New York lecture bnreau to 
lootnre. The reasons which lie gives for 
his refusal are so extraordinary as to 
take away tbe breath of tbe speaker aft- 
er popular fame. He says: "Before the 
sinking of the Merrtmao my leoturea 
would not have been worth more than 
fiO cents. The sinking of the MerrLmao 
seema to have made them worth fSO,* 
000. The work which so suddenly raised 
my stock iu literary trade was doue in 
simple execution of my duty as an offl- 
oar, and I do not feel that I ktfWa right 
to use tbe performance of that doty for 
my financial betternMBt. I therefore da* 
olina tbe offer." 

Thia ia so squarely opposed to popular 
methods that it is naturally an aston- 
isber. Tbe man actually refuses to re* 
celTa 960, 000 for aimply doing hia duty. 
He points out that the accidental sink- 
ing of the Merrimao has nothing what- 
ever to do with Ilia intrinsio abili^ to 
lecture. He seems to have struck the 
lecture bnreau and tbe whole system of 
literary star oatcb«rs on the cheek. Let 
us try and fancy, if we can, the aotraaik 
who having obtained adiyoroeand a 
good deal of noforiety, KuddeWy receiv- 
ing an offer from a theatrical manager 
of 11,000 a week. Let oa imagine her 
saying: "Before I obtained this divorce 
I was only worth |00 a week. The de- 
oision of the court has not raised my 
acting ability one cent, and I refuse the

Tka Oondaet of tke War« 

The war inveatigating oommisalon 
baa aconmnlated a great maaa of oontra- 
diotor^ erideooe, ont of whiob then 

will anouor or lutor conio a volBBliDOaa 
report that very few persona will read. 
That the report will ba aatlafaotory to 
either aide in the controTCVaj is bardly 
to be expected, but it will bear evi- 
denoe to tbe faot that while the war 
waa on eTerytK>dy waa allowed to ez- 
prte bla opinion to the eztent of his 
patriotiam or hie diFgaet. There never 
waa a war before in whiob pnblio opin- 
ion and pvlTate ability ao freely naboa- 
omed fhemaelves. Every volunteer was 
a oorrespondent, every officer was a 
oritlo, every nnrae a reriawer and erery 
newspaper a military expert. Every 
move of tbe secretary of war was watob- 
ad bf tnillions of eager eyes; every in- 
tebtioB of tba administration waa acm- 
tinised and oanvassed openly. Mistakes 
were inevitable. The sadden oonveraion 
of 400,000 oitiaena into aoldiara waa no 
eaay feat, eepeolally aa tba oftiacDa ware 
for the most part In the habit of free- 
ing their minds and avoiding priva- 
tiooB. Not every man In tba population 
oaald flght, bat there was not a man in 
tba population who ooold not prouonnce 
an opinloa. XI ia worth while to think 
of this now aa a peonliarity and per- 
haps a aafegnard of oar institntions. It 
brings ua baok to tbe faot that even war 
is neoeaaarily a matter of and for tbe 
people in tbla oovntry, from the details 
uf wliieh thoy do not propono to be ez- 
claded. It is almost impossible to oon- 
oelve of a war going vary far in oppoai- 
tinii to the people under auch a constant 
iuvetitiguting committee, and no presi- 
dent oonid for a moment adopt tba tao- 
tica of Loots Napoleon withont instant 
and widespread ezpocare. There were 
indeed some of na who pretended to 
think that tbe war ought to be oouduct- 
"^ed by experts withoat onr knowled^^e. j 
Wii %v(T(i to Kliut our vyv,H and cars and ( 
ask no qneatious. But such a scheme ' 
will not work In America. Everybody 
claims to be a atocliholdcr in thu nveuts 
and insists npuo being ou the grand I 
stand. It ia now plain that, whatever 
the sina of commission or of rmii-gion, 
there could be nothing done in the dark, 
for every man, woman and child cur- 
ried a flashlight. This looks almost 
melodramatic now when we compare it 
with the soppresaion of pnblio opinion 
in Madrid, the aubversion of juatioe in 
Parla, tbe arrest of aditon in Berlin 
and the muaaUng of mooIlM in Bi 
tetsborg.

J. W. Watson & Co.'s and J. H. 
Rogers & Co.'s Business 
Houses Destroyed. 



It Was FiVe Below Zero and Firemen Worked 
Under erest Diflicolty-Tlie Losses 
lisirsMS. 



One of the uost destructive fires that 
his ▼isited MsyaviUe in yssrs occarred 
si sn esriy hodr this momiikff. 

The wholesale liquor establishments of 
J. W. WatBOD & Go. aud J. II. Rogers & 
Oo. on the east side of Market street, 
north of Second, were ooniplet«»ly gutted 
by the flames. 

The fire was first diacovereil hy Mr. 
Joha D. Roe and Mr. Jas. Molen shortly 
sftsr 1 o'olook in the bnildinff oocapied 
by Wattoo A Oo. The (superstore was 
five degrees below zero at the time, ami 
the extreme cold greatly retarded the 
firemen In their work. 

VortOBsMy there was no wind blow- 
ing. Had there been a stiff breeze under 
sooh circnmstances the entire square 
woald have been endangered. 

The fire wsi bomlag fierosly by the 
time the^partment reached the scene, 
and although the men worked heroically, 
the Watson building, a three-story brick,

The old two-story brick building just 
■outh of this, and occupied by Mr. D.

About an hour after the fire was first 
dUMfired the fltmss •prssd to the three- 
story brick IfoUdlng on the north occu- 
pied by J. H. Rogers & Oo.
